Pigeon Flying. 


Pigeon flying is one of the delights of 


the Black country, and n Birmingham, 
Eng., paper gives a curious account of 
it It is a passion with the working- 
men, and it takes some of them com- 
pletely away from their work 
With 


the majority, however, it is DO more than 
the ordered pastimes of the first day of 
the week 
It has developed quite a new 


branch of railway traffic in the distiict. 
1^ is the practice of fivers to send their 
birds in baskets, addressed to the station 
master at a particular station, with the 
request that he will release them, mark 
on the label the time they were released 
and return the basket. What is most 
singular is that this is regulaily done. 
An important traffic has giown up in 
this way, with a tariff for pigeon baskets 
and returned empties 
Railway com- 


panies at first set their faces against it, 
but finally took a more enlightened view 
of their own interests and of the wants 
of their customers. They were probably 
influenced by the consideration that the 
officials rather liked the work. In cloudy 
weather porters have been known to 
feed birds three days before setting them 
free. The only inconvenience is that, 
where a bird fails to reach his destina- 
tion, the obliging official is sometimes 
accused of being "got at" by a nvil 
flier

To Rcstoio Worn Clothing. 


The mystery to many people how the 


scourers of old clothes can make them 
look almost as good as new is explained 
In The American Analyst as follows: 
Take, for instance, a shiny old coat, vest 
or pair of pants, of broadcloth, caesi- 
mcrc or diagonal 
The scourer makes a 


strong, v> arm soapsuds and plunges the 
gaimentinto it, souses it up and down, 
lulra tho duty places, if necessary puts 
it through a second suds, then rinses it 
through several waters, and hangs it to 
diy on the Hue When nearly dry, he 
tikes it in, rolls it up for an hour or two, 
and then presses it. An old cotton cloth 
is laid on tho outside of the co<it, and 
tho non passed over that until the 
n rinkes aio out, but the iron is removed 
before tho steam ceases to use from tho 
goods, else they would bo shiny 


Wrinkles that arc obstinate are re- 


moved by laying a wet cloth over them 
and passing tho iron over that If any 
shiny places are seen they are treated as 
the wrinkles are—the iron is lifted, 
while the full cloud of steam uses and 
brings the nap up v, ith it

bo left in tho water and cling to tho 
cloth

The Tanner Succession. 


WASHINGTON. Sept 14.—The arrival in 


this city yesterday afternoon of Major 
Warner, of Missouri, past Commanijer- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, in response to a request from 
Secretary Nuble, is generally believed 
to mean hia appointment to the position 
of Commissioner of Pensions. 
Other 


prominent Grand Army men are men- 
tioned for the position, among them past 
Grand Commanders Fairchild and Rea, 
but Warner's stock seems to be above all 
others. Major Warner had a long fou- 
fereuce with Secretary Noblu at the In- 
terior Department yesterday afternoon, 
presumably about the position that most 
people think has been offered to him, but 
which some think he will not accept un- 
less at a great sacrifice of business in- 
come and prospects. 


An tutirnate friend of tlie President's 


said last night that Major U'arner had 
been teadered the position, but tLat the 
President had no positive iiitimatiou that 
it would be accepted, aud there were 
some doubts as to whether Major Warner 
would accept, as it would necessitate his 
abandoning the lucrative position ho 
now holds as solicitor for the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas railroad, worth from 
!;10,000 to 1^13,000, for a comuilssiouornhip 
at a salary of but ^j.OOil. 


Congressman Wm. Wade, of Missouri, 


who was associated with Major \Varuer 
during his two terms m Congress, said 
last night that ho had no doubt that Ma- 
jor Warnor would accept the position. 


Representative Lamb,of Indiana, arriv- 


ed in the city on Thursday. la a convur- 
batiou witlin reporter of th« Unite.1 Press 
last evening ho said: ''I h.ivu not seen 
Major Warm'r since ho arrive 1 in U'asli- 
iugton, but from wlvit I hear I have no 
doubt he will bo made Commissioner of 
Pensions. It will bo a very good ap- 
pointment. There is sure to be a ^reat 
deal of disappointment among tho old 
soldiers 
about Tanner's 
icMSuatinu. 


There is uot one of Ihein lint iiad an idea 
that Tanner would at some lime or other 
give him tho surplus, and it \\ill be im- 
possible to convince them that Tanner 
was not removed because of his liber- 
ality.

A Burglar Gives Harry Midkiff a 


Close Call for His Life.

In the rush to catch the 
fellow, who wns 50 feet away when the 
first shot was fired, Midkiff fell in the 
yard among the shrubbery and Connard 
thought Midkiff had been shot; but he 
got up immediately, only scratched on 
the head by a bush. Subsequently Mid- 
kitf found that a bullet had gone through 
his stiff hat, ripping it open oil one side. 
The bullet struck the hat an inch above 
the band over the forehead. Had it 
been an inch and a half lower, Midkiff 
would have been killed instantly. He 
says he felt quite sheepish when he found 
thut he had had such a close shave, and 
with Connard regrets that his murderous 
assailant got away. 


The whole neighborhood was aroused 


by the shots, and but little slumber was 
had m that vicinity after 3 o'clock. Mrs. 
Beatty elates that she heard noises about 
the house for an hour before the officers 
arrived. The trucks of a man in the dust 
in the alley were discovered; he was a 
pal on the watch for danger.

That the comrades of the 115th and 


116th Illinois Begiments had a good time 
Bt their joint reunion yesterday none will 
deny who mingled with the veterans and 
noted hearty greetings and the warm 
hand-shakes. It was a day long to be 
remembered. 


THE SPEECHES. 


Shortly after the dinner hour the Mon- 


itor Band gave a selection, when Major 
Emery, of Maroa, presented Gen. G. W. 
Pavey, state auditor, who delivered a 
rattling good reunion speech which was 
received with frequent 
outbursts of 


applause. 


He talked In an oR-hand manner, saying that 


ho did not believe In any milk and cider busi- 
ness, but did believe In (calling things by their 
right names 
He never wanted the record blot-
